the Buffer Zone, 


Important points in Cr 
Crofts’ report were, ‘I strongly 
believe that the development 
of the Truganina Explosives 
Reserve and Buffer Zone as 
proposed by ttie council to the 





Hon, the Premier is or should 
be the basis for our thinking 
when discussing the develop- 
ment of Altona West. 


“The price of land in the 
Present subdivisions in Altona 
where streets have been con- 
structed is in the vicinity of 
$3000 to $3600 and this is forc- 
ing prospective home owners 
to look elsewhere for cheaper 
land, We must help the young 
people to obtain a home and 
by the council developing 
these areas we can do just 
that,” 


In June of last year in re- 
sponse to an earlier applica- 
tion regarding this land the 
council stated that it intended 
to maintain this zoning until 
facilities are provided in the 
area and further that 10 per 
cent, of the land be set aside 
for council purposes, The 


council in its letter to the 
Board asked that the Board 
refrain from re-zoning until

Explosives area ang Buffer 
Zone is determined, 

The Board in July refused 
the application, One of the 
grounds being that develop- 
ment of the lang would be pre- 
mature, 


However, the company made 
a further approach to. the 
council in November stating it 
would, if permitted to develop 
the property, be willing to give 
10 per cent, of the land for 
council purposes. 

The council then agreed to 
concur with the rezoning pro- 
posals provided that the com. 
pany was prepared to have a 
restrictive cevenant placed on 
the title recording the trans- 
fer of 10 per cent, of the land 
to the council, . 


Apparently at this time it 
was rumoured that the land 
in question was being offered 
for sale to various persons 
and the council sought to pro- 
tect its interests, These pos- 
sible sales were referred by 
the Shire Secretary (Mr J. W. 
Waters) 
company in which he further 
said that subject to a restric- 
tive covenant of 10 per cent. 
the council would be prepared 
to discuss the matter further, 
There has been no further 
mention of the 10 per cent. 
and no discussion, 


Cr Crofts then critically 
commented on the details of 
the latest. application which 
showed a shopping area of 51 
acres including space for 120. 
200 shops, and a neighbouring 
area of 277 acres including 1100 
house allotments, 


He concluded with the fol- 
lowing . recommendations— 


1—That council continue 
with their agreed policy not to 
re-zone the area of land owned 
by Notla Investments Pty, 
Ltd. from rural to residential 
at this stage. Should the com- 
pany be prepared to accept 
the following conditions itemi- 
sed (a), (b) and (c), the coun- 
cil would then be prepared to 
consider a further application 
for re-zoning and subdivision 
of this land; 


(a) A satisfactory restrictive 
covenant is placed on the 
title of land, specifically 
giving 10 per cent, of the 
land to the council; 


(b) That the company enter 
into a bond that it in- 
stalls a large water main, 
satisfactory to the MMBW 
from which reticulation 
mains could be led to 
serve the estate; and

Air Pollution 


_ The incidence of air pollution, its de- 
tection and remedy are all important to 


many residents. 


The latest move is that the 
Altona Shire Council prepare 
bi-monthly reports on the 
progress of attempts to detect 
sources of air pollution, efforts 
being taken to eliminate the 
nuisance and in fact any rele- 
vant details concerning this 
problem, The reports ‘are to 
be made available to residents 
living near the Australian -Car- 
bon Black: factory. 

This was the action agreed 
to by 25 residents, seven 
councillors and representa- 
tives of the company who at- 
tended the air pollution meet- 





ing last week, 

The residents are seeking a 
return to conditions prior to 
1965 when air pollution was 
not a nuisance in their area, 

The people freely admit 
that from 1962 when the first 
residents came to live in this 
section of the Shire until 1965 
they had no cause for com- 
plaint against the Carbon 
Black company, In their own 
words they say that during 
this period pollution ‘was not 
at a complainable stage."

East, 
Besides the Hon, Alex 


Knight, Altona Shire Presi- 
dent, Cr S, G, McIntosh, and 
Crs Crofts, den Dulk, Fisher, 
Ginifer and Lee were present, 

The deputation will consist 
of two councillors--McIntosh 
and den Dulk—Messrs, Maro- 
neski, Calvert, Durbridge and 
Pierce, and Mesdames Trest- 
rail and Witting, 

Cr Knight said the depot 
known as the Paisley Depot is 
the number one fuel depot for 
the SEC in the metropolitan 
area, It suppHes briquettes 
mainly for industy and the 
Newport Power House. He 
also revealed that the Power 
House is expected to close 
down in the 1970’s, It has 
been gradually doing so for a 
number of years and will 
cease operating as more econ- 
omical stations come into op- 
eration, 

This should mean that such 
large stocks of fuci will not 
be needed. 

At the meeting it also was 
agreed that signatures be 
gathered for a deputation to 
be presented by Cr Knight to 
the Legislative Council, Ar. 
rangements for the signatures 
have still to be made,

Notable among the ex-ser- 
vicemen was Altona’s most 
senior returned soldier, Boer 
War Veteran 84-years-old Mr 
A. C, Turner, of Queen Street, 
Altona, Also visiting Altona 
for the day was First War 
Digger and former branch 
president, Mr George Irwin, 


Also marching in uniform 
were local members of the 
CMF who were recruited 
through the efforts of the Al- 
tona’ Sub-Branch, 


Introducing the principal 
speaker, the Hon, Cr A. W, 
Knight, MLC, Cr McIntosh 
expressed regret that more Al- 
tona residents had not atten- 
ded ‘to pay their respects to 
those who gave their lives in 
the cause of freedom, He said 
this was particularly regret- 
able in view of the troubled 
times through which the world 
was passing. 


“MANY MILES TO FIGHT” 


Speaking on the tradition’ 
of Anzac, Cr Knight said he 
was proud and honoured to 

“be able to deliver this 
speech on this occasion, “I 
am grateful for the kind in- 
vitation,” he said, 


Continuing, Cr Knight said, 


“T am sure that there is no 
need to tell you who the enemy 
was and why it was necessary 
for Australians to go many 
miles over the seas to. fight. 
As you know it was on April 
25, 1915, that Australian Ser- 
vice Forces started to play a 
real part in the Great War, 
and: it was at Gallipoli where 
this first great battleground 
was that Australia made her 
name, Whilst this terrible 
bloodshed was going on 10,000 
miles away Australia by Royal 
Decree was made a Federa- 
tion. Close to Gallipoli near 
the Dardenetles is the ancient 
city of Troy where the Olym- 
pic Games originated. 





“ANzac possesses many pre- 
cious things for Australians, 
It was on this famous cove 
our first heroes came into be- 
ing. Compared tg their - eff- 
orts, Captain Cook and van 
Dieman’s were small. : 


“Today isa supreme occa- 
sion to every Australian for 
honouring his countrymen 
and women who died in those 
wars of 1914-18, 1939-45 and 
Korea, To our grandparents 
the Black Hole of Calcutta 
Was an event so devastating 
that for years children were 
taught about it. But what was 
this compared with Gallipoli, 
the Somme, Flanders, Dun- 
kirk, Battle for Britain, Dieppe 
Changi, the Stalags, or jellied 
petro] and atomic radiation. 
Anzac Day means different 
things to different people, and 
the difference lies in the age 
group to which they belong. 


“Other nations honour 
their war dead. This is not 
mere patriotism. The sacri- 
fice of life is a universal chal- 
lenge to the living, The chal- 
lenge is ta strive so that the 





ted by ministers of the Altona churches. 


sacrifice shall not have been 
made in vain, The striving 
will vary from person to per- 
son, from nation to nation, 
from religion to religion, but 
its essence is that a man for 
whom another has laid down 
his life should never be the 
same again, 


“What is it that they re- 
member? Why do so many 
men look back almost with 
nostalgia to their days, of 
greatest -hardship and danger, 
Why do they seek by reunion 
dinners to relive the awful 
past? Looking a little fur- 
ther, why did they endure be- 
yond the seeming limits of en 
durance sO much and for so 
long on those Anzac beaches 
and beyond? Let what I say 
of Anzac on this Anzac, Sun- 
day apply to us all who, on 
land, on and under the sea, 
and in the air, have borne the 
awful burdens of war of our 
times, that theirs was not for 
a desire of hatred or fame. 
The men of Gallipoli and of 
other battlefields feared most 
that they would not play their 
part. For them it was an 
honour and not a disgrace to 
do more than was expected of 
them, I need not pursue this 
matter since there can be no 
one here today who has not 
wondered why a spirit of self. 
lessness and of living and dy- 
ing for a purpose is common 
in war and rare in peace. Life 
was very dear, but life was 
not worth living unless they 
could be true to their idea of 
Australian manhood. 


“That typical Australian 
was seldom religious in the 
sense which the word is gen- 
erally used, so far as he held 
a prevailing creed. It was a 
romantic creed inherited from 
way back by which we live. 
it is that a man should at all 
times and at any cost stand 
by his mate, This is bred in 
him from childhood to his 
death, Remember that 60,000 
men of the AIF were killed in 
1914-18. That was one in every 
five who went away. They 
bought and paid for our pres- 


ent freedom, our liberty to] 


live our own lives, unregimen- 
ted into an arbitrary pattern, 
uncoerced into an alien way 
of thought and manners not 
only they who died in 1914. 
18, but the next generation 
who so nobly carried on the 
tradition of Anzac in the Sec. 
ond World War which was but 
a continuation of the First. 
Theirs’ was a life given not 
in glory but in defence of their 
country and democracy, The 


‘valour and love of these men 


live on. The spirit of Anzac 
has taken fresh root down the 
years, The ingredients of 
valour, resourcefulness, fidel- 
ity and endurance have been 
refreshed on battlefields in 
three wars, Flanders, Alamein, 
Tobruk, Kokoda, Milne Bay, 
Korea and in the skies of both 
hemispheres, 


“We believe we have 
fought bravely for good causes 
and this belief enables us to- 
day to pay homage to those 
who died in the same cause. 
War does not provide the 
answer too our problems, One 
of England’s great national 
poets pleaded before the oc- 
casion of another war—‘Lord 
God of Hosts be with us yet. 
Lest we forget—Lest we for- 
get’.” .

an angty deputation of rate. 
payers complained to Altona 
council: of pollution allegedly 
emanating from the factory. 

The company has readily 
admitted being responsible for 
some air pollution during tast 
November, December and Jan- 
uary and has compensated 
residents for damage to prop. 
erty, 


On the night the deputation 
was heard in February the 
ratepayers agreed to a stay of 
two months to allow the com- 
pany time to rectify faults 
which were known to be the 
cause of the pollution and for 
some action to be taken by 
the council including the in. 
stallation of guages to detect 
air pollution sources. 

The meeting last week was 
to discuss progress achieved 
during this time. , 

All agreed there had been 
some improvement in the pol- 
lution position, but both the 
company representatives and 
councillors present said. two 
months was too short a §me 
to rectify the trouble com- 
pletly and to instal pollution 
guages as promised, 

Residents accepted the 
reasonableness of the explana- 
tions and agreed to take no 
further action at present, It 
appears the company is co- 
operating to eliminate the nuis 
ance, 


However, residents do re- 
quire to be kept informed of 
progress and action by the 
council and desire to learn of 
any information which may be 
furnished by the company. 
Therefore, they requested a 
comprehensive bi-monthly re- 
port, 


If residents are still not 
Satisfied they again will be 
given the opportunity to dis. 
cuss the problem with coun. 
cillors, 


At last week’s meeting Mr 
Mathieson spoke on behalf of 
the residents. He said it was 
not their intention to produce 
exhibits on this night as it was 
felt that it was established at 
the February meeting that the 
home owners had legitimate 
complaints regarding air pol- 
lution from the: factory, 


He criticised the council 
for not installing the promised 
guages and suggested the air 
pollution committee should 
bring the matter to the at- 
tention of council as council 
should act for the ratepayers 
in rectifying the air pollution 
nuisance, 


Mr Mathieson said as indi- 
viduals they could not achieve 
results by knocking on indus- 
try’s door, He said they had 
no option but to fall back on 
the council for action and he 
hoped there would be action to 
put faith back in members of 
the community who had elec- 
ted the councijjors. 


Cr H. W, Lee explained that 
installation of the guages had 
been delayed as they are not 
available in Australia and had 
to be ordered from overseas. 
The guages would be installed 
as soon-as received and the 
services of an expert to read 
these guages and analyse the 
findings has already been en- 
gaged by the council, 

Altona Health Inspector, Mr 
Mifsud, said some of the 
guages and equipment could 
be installed in one month’s 
time, 


Mr Warren, of Australian 
Carbon Black, pointed out to 
the residents that investigation 
of a number “of complaints 
during the last two months 
had revealed that there were 
definite indications that the 
pollution was not of carbona- 
cious material. He also re- 
vealed that carbonacious ma- 
terial opuld emanate from any 
factory burning fuel oil. 


To ensure themselves that 
they are operating cleanly Mr 
Warren said the company had 
installed two guages and has 
another on order—also from 
overseas, He said he was well 
aware the council could not 
purchase guages in Australia 
as his company had purchased 
the last one available,
